A meflage in writing was received from the 
Prefident of the United States, in the following 
words : 

Genileiren of the Senate, and 
Gentlemen of the Hovfe of Reprefentatives, 

{ have received a letter from his excelliency 
Charles Pinckney, eq. Goveraor of the fk.te of 
South Carolina, dated on the 22d of Oktober, 1797; 
inclofing a number of dep fi:ions of witneffes to fe- 
veral captures and outrages committed. within and 
near the limits of the United States, by a French 
privateer belonging to Cape Francois or Monte 
Chrifto, called the Virtitude or Fortitude, and com- 
manced by aperfon of the name of Jordon or Jour- 
dain, and particelarly upon an Engifth merchant 
fhip, named the Aracabeffa, which he firft plunder- 
ed, and then burned with the reft of the cargo of 
great velue, within the territory of the United 
States, in the harbour of Charlefton, en the 17th 
day of O&ober laft ; copies of which letters and de- 
pofitio:s relative to the fame fubjeéts received from 
the colleétor of Charlefton, are herewith communi- 
iisaver the channels of diplomatica] communi- 
cation between the United States and France hall 
be opened, I thail demand fatisfaGtion for the infuit, 
and reparaticn for the injury. 

I have tranfmiited thefe papers to congrefs, nut 
fo mach for the purpofe of communicating an ac- 
count of fo daring a violation of the territory of the 
United States, as to thew the propriety and neceifli- 
ty of enabling the executive authority of the coun- 
try to take meafures for proteéting the citizens of 
the United States, and fuch foreigners as have a 
right to enjoy their peace and the protection of their 
Jaws within their + eB in ey as ny fome o- 

or bar which are equally expofed.

This meflage, with the documents accompanying 
it was referred to the committee ‘for confidering on 
proper meafures for the proteétion and defence of 

ry. 
"On allel of Mr. Sewal the report of the commit- 
tee of privileges on the contention between Mefirs 
Grifwold and Lyon was taken up. 

It was moved, that the committee of the whole, on 
this bufinefs fhould take evidence in the cafe. ‘The 
motion was determined by yeas and nays, ip the af- 
firmative ; yeas 88, nays 4. The nays were Mefirs. 
Gordon, Sewal, Sitgreaves and ‘ihatcher, 

It was then made an inftruction to the committee, to 
report the evidence in writing to the houfe. 

The houfe refolved itfelf inso committee ef the 
whole, Mr. Dent in the chair, on thereport of the

mere it was refolyed that Judge Peters, who

4} The following members were feverally fworn, viz. 
Meffrs. Dayton [ Speaker] S. Smith, Brooks, Hofmer, 
Dana, Coit, Goodrich and Champlin. 

Mr. Rutledge gave notice that he fhould hereafter 
cali for the evidence of Mr. Chapman, a Senator. 

Mr. ‘Thatcher mored, that the Speaker fhould put 
into writing his evidence, and that he fhould then be 
called on to anfwer fuch written qucflions as the com- 


mittce may chufe to propound.

Mr. Sewal thought it better that the clerk thould 
take down the evidence to be given totally and then to 
be figned by the witnefles. 

Mr. Thatcher was willing to withdraw his motion 
if it was perry oy the evidence taken down by 
the clerks fhould be relied on, and not to be queftioned 
on account of any deviation in it from the notes of any 
members. 

Mr. Sitgreaves fuppofed no member would be guilty 
of the indecency of queftioning the accuracy of the 
clerk’s notes efpecially when figned by the witneffes. 

After a few words from Meffrs Dayton, Nicholas 
and Brooks on the fubjeét, the chairman obferved that 
the motion wa‘qwithdrawn. 

Mr. Nicholas conceived it would fave time to 
requeft the perfons fworn to give in their declarations 
in writing. 

Mr. Livingfton renewed the motion of Mr. Thatch- 
er; it would fecure much greater accuracy, as well as 
fave time. 

Mr. Brooks confidered this method as not as well 
calculated to bring out the whole truth, as the mode 
ufually purfued in eourts of Juftice. ' 

After fome converfation Mr. Livingfton withdrew 
his motion on the ground, that one of the witnefles 
objected to the mode of taking the evidence, -which 
his refolution contemplated. 

Mr. Dayton’s tettimony.—-When the houfe were 
balloting for managers, and the tellers were counting 
the ballots, he left the chair as ufual, and took the feat 
which Mr, Dana generally occupies; while converfing 
with the gentlemau from New York, he heard a con- 
verfation moe loud than ufual between the member 
from Vermont and a member from Conneéticut. He 
cautioned them to be» more cool, or they would foon 
need feconds. The two members parted, and Mr. 
Lyon came nearer to him and entered into converfa- 
tion with him; fpeaking of the reprefentatives from 
Connecticut, he faid they were acting in oppofition to 
nine tenths of their conftituents ; that regardlefs of the 
public good, they were feeking their own private inte- 
re(ts; that their objeé was to obtain offices for them- 
felves ; that if they could not obtain the molt lucrative, 
they would not decline thofe lefs fo; mentioning two 
fums, he believed gooo and 2000 dols; that he, Mr. 
Lyon, had fome reafons to know the opinions of the 
people of Connetticut, for he had had them to fight 
in his own diftti&. About this time he, the witnefs, 
obferved Mr. Grifwold fitting in the chair ,ufually oc- 
cupied by Mr. Harper. Upon the mention of his 
having to fight the people of Connetticut in his own 
diftric&t, Mr. Grifwold afked whether he fought them 
with Sis or a (he believed 4::) woodenfword. Mr. 
Lyon either did not hear, er affected not to hear, it, 
and continued, by obferving, that when the people of 
Connecticut came into Vermont, they had ftrong pre- 
judices avainft him and his politics ; that however he 
had been fuccefsful in gainiug them over to his fide ; 
that from this he was of opinion that if he went into 
Connecticut he could change their opinions and their 
reprefentatives. Mr. Grifwold then left his feat, went 
near Mr. Lyon, and laying his hand gently on bis arm, 
faid to him, that if he went into Connecticut with that 
view he would not be able to change the opinion of the 
meaneft hoftler. Mr. Lyon faid that he knew better ; 
though they were not very fond of revolutions, yet if 
he was to fet up a prefs for 6 or g months there, he 
would be able to effeé a revolution in fentiment, and 
induce them to turn out their prefent reprefentatives. 
On this, ke, the fpeaker, obferving that this was an 
inftance of the influence of the wifhes of perfcns over 
their belief, withed him to account why the reprefen- 
tatives from that ftate had conftantly been of the fen- 
timents of the prefent reprefentation. Mr. Lyon an. 
{wered that it was becavfe their reprefentatives were al- 
ways adininiftering 7 alg them, and allowed enly 
one fide of the queftion to be heard. 

He, Mr. L. faid he thought, upon the whole, there 
was one of the delegation he might allow to come 
again ; that he had entertaiaed ferious thoughts of re- 
moving to the ftate for the purpofe, and fighting them 
on their own ground. Urponthis Mr. G repeated the 
quettion, and efked whether he would bring with him_| 
his wooden {word ; upon which followed the indecency 
which has given nfe to this reference. 

Mr. Sewall afked whether Mr. Lyon fpoke fo loud 
as that Mr. Grifwold fhould hear him, and whether it 
appeared as if it was intended he fhould hear. 

Mr. Speaker thought from the loudaefs of Mr. Ly- 
on’s fpeech, it was intended that all the bye-ftanders 
and Mr. Grifwold fhould hear. 

“Mr. S. Smith afked whether Mr. G. was im Mr. 
Harper’s feat when the converfation began. 3

Mr. Speaker anfwered, that he did not remember 
feeing him in the beginning, but in the courfe of the 
converfation, 

Mr. Speaker further mentioned, that the ca: 
tion was carried on in good humosr, and that Mr.G 
had a fmile on his countenance, whea he mentioned 
the wooden fword. 

Mr. Lyon afked whether he remembered the frit 
words that dropt. 

Mr. Speaker anfwered, that fomething had been 
faid about an oppofition to the ftamp aé in \’ermont, 
after fame words had paffed between. Mr. Lyon and 
Mr. Dana; which words he did not diftinetly hear. 

_Mr. Lyon conceived the anfwer was not as ful! as he 
withed. Did not the converfation between him and the 
Speaker begin concerning the meeting in Vermont 
about the flamp act? 

Mr. Speaker obierved in anfwer, that what fell from 
Mr. L. refpectiing the reprefentation from Connegi- 
cut applied to their general condud, and not to any 
particular vote. 

Mr. R. Williams afked whether any other fource 
of deceit to the people of Conneciicut wert menti- 
oned by Mr. Lyon than the Conneéticut reprefenta- 
tives. 

Mr. Speaker anfwered, that Mr. Lyon attributed 
the deception tothe immediate reprefentatives of the 
people, and afterwards mentioned the papers ina 
manner as auxiliary. 

Mr. Claiborn.afked whether the obfervations of 
Mr. Lyon feemed only for merriment. 

Mr, Speaker anfwered, that ppreotion appear- 
ed to be that Mr. Lyon’s ini sfhould be be. 
lieved by the ether members, but they appeared to 
be uttered in good humour. 

Mr. I. Parker afked whether the converfation be- 
tween Mr. Dana and Mr. Lyon was oa the fubje& of 
ConneGicut. 

Mr. Speaker could not tell ; he fuppofed the con- 
verfation between Mr. Dana and Mr. Lyon was how- 
ever ona fubject fomewat analagous, as he thought, 
Mr. Lyon faid to Mr. Dana he intended he [Mr. D] 
thould be fent on an «mbafly to Cayenne; o whicn 
be [che Speaker] afked Mr. Lyon whether he refer- 
ved Kamfcatka, the furred tribes as the place of his 
miftion. 

Mr. Harper afked whether what dropt from Mr. 
Grifwold was {poken with afperity. 

Mr. Speaker anfwered, that itwas ina train of 
pleafantry. 

Mr. Ruidledge afked whether Mr. Lyon was in 
good humour. , 

Mr. Speaker faid Mr. Lyon appeared in good hu- 
mour. 

Mr. Sitgreaves afked what was Mr. Grifwold’s 
condué after Mr. Lyon {pit in his face. 

Mr. Speaker anfwered that Mr. Grifwold drew 
hack as ifintending to ftrike Mr. Lyon; but it « 
peared to him from a change in Mr. Grifwold’s 
countenance that he had changed his mind, he took 
out hisshandkerchief and calmly wiped his face. 

Mr. Brent afed in what manner the converfation 
began. 

Mr. Speaker faid he heard a few words on the 
fabje& of Vermont. Mr. Lyon was afked whether 
he was in Fairsaven, where the late proceeding re- 
fpecting ‘the flamp a& took place. 

Mr. Harper atked whether the converfation about 
Connecticut began with him or Mr. Lyon. 

Mr. Speaker faid the converfation refpeciing Con- 
necticut began with Mr. Lyon. | 

Mr. Harper afked how Mr. Lyion received his 
pleantry refpecting Kamfcatka. 

Mr. Speaker anfwered he took it asa good hu- 
moured pleafantry. 

Mr. Claiborne afked whether ti.e {peaker confider~ 
ed the houfe in fitting at tke time and whether the 
conduct he witneffed was a breach of the privileges 
of the houfe. 

Mr. Speaker objected to anfwering this queftion 
as being a matter of opinion ; and the chairman de- 
clared it out of order. 

r. R. Williams afked what reply was made when 
the difpofition of the people of Connecticut were talked 
of, 

Mr. Speaker faid Mr. Lyon was comparing the peo- 
ple of = sce with thole of Connetticut, alluding 
to the pains he had takem to give anformation to the peo- 
ple of Vermont. Mr, Brooks ebferved that the ex- 
traordinary light the people of: Vermont had received 
was proved by the great luminary they had fent. 

Mr. Sitgreaves afked, whether he heard any rhing 
at the beginning of the converfation faid, that was 
refpectivl to Mr. Lyon. ’ 
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Mr. Speaker did not hear a fyllable difrefpeétful to 
Mr Lyon or his ftate. p, 

Mr. Rutledge. Why did Mr. Grifwold hold the 
arm of Mr, Lyon. " 28 

Anfwer. Only to attraét the atrentién of Mr. Lyon 
to what he faid. 

Mr. Varnum, afked whether the fpeaker knew, 
what was meant by the wooden fword, and in what 
manner it feemed to be mentioned by Mr. Grifwoldito 
Mr. Lyon. 

A. I knew it related to Mr. Lyon’s being cafhiered 
in thearmy. I had aconverfation with him before on 
the fubject, in which he ftated.a circumftance which 
had come to my knowledge, When I was at Ticon- 
deroga. 

‘Mr. Nicholas. When the fubje& of the wooden 
{word was firft mentioned by Mr. Grifwold, was it 
probable that Mr. Lyon did not hear it, or that he 
pretended not to hear it. 

A. I did not believe he heard it, becaufe I obferved 
no change in his countenance, yet it was mentioned, I 
thought, loud enough for him to hear. 

Mr. Nicholas. At what diftance was Mr. Lyon 
frony Mr. Grifwold at the time. 

A. Mr. Lyon’s face was within a foot of mine ; 
Mr. Grifwold was at a diftance of about three {feats 
from us both. 

Mr. Brent. Did you diftin@tly hear what fell from 
Mr. Grifwold. : 

‘A. Every word diftinétly. 

Mr. Williams wifhed to know whether Mr. Grifwold 
when he left his feat immediately went round to Mr. 


Lyon. 

A. Tdid not obferve the moment when Mr. G. le‘t 
his feat. 

Mr. Brent. Were there many perfons crouded 


round the fire when Mr. Grifwold made the allufion to 
the wooden {word. 

A. I do not recolle& that there were, Mr. Dana is 
the only one Lrecollect; but feveral were fitting lif- 
tening ; Mefflrs. Hofmer S. Smith and Coit among 
others. 

Mr. R. Williams. Did Mr. L. fay any thing about 
the conduct of the Conneéticut printers. 

A. He faid fome perfons influenced the printers to 
publifh only on one fide. 


Mr. Harper. You faid you were acquainted with]: 


the circumitances refpeGting the wooden fword. Did 
you ever hear thofe ciream ‘ances related to Mr. Lyon 
and how did he recetyé the relation. 

A. I had a converfation with Mr. Lyon on the fub- 
ject fome time ago within the walls of this houfe. 
Seven or eight members were witnefes of it. A gen- 
tleman from !vew-York afked Mr.. Lyon what was 
meant by an expreflion in fome public prints ; thatthe 
had outgrown two things. He fiid one of the things 
alladed to wis his having been cathiered at Tigondero- 
gi. On this, 1 recolle&ed a circumftance which 
happened in ’76, of fevera! officers having been cathier- 
ed there, and afked him, whether he was one of thofe 
who were cafhiered in confequence of having permitted 
their men to defert from an advanced polt. He an- 
{wered he was one, and then undertook to fhew, that 
altho’ he was involved in their fentence he was not e- 
qually culpable. { afked whether he knew that their 
conduct was execrated by the whole army. He faid 
he did know. and he went on to fhew that he differed 
in inion with the officers who permitted it. 

é.{ked whether he was in company with the officer 
who brought to gen. Gates the account of defertion, 
and whom the general accofted in thefe words—** You 
arc a damn’d fcoundrcl and a coward ’"— and then or- 
dered to be arrelted. He anfwered he was the man 
who brought the account. & was then afked by fome 
of the bye-ftanders whether, when the officers were 
cafhiered, they were condemned to” wear a wooden 
fword. I anfwered i never knew of fuch a pwétice 
in the cafe alluded to or any other. I imagined the 
fuppofition mutt have taken rife from the practice of de- 
priving cafhiered officers of their {words. 

Mr. Harper afked whether he related at this time 
any circumftances of the manner of his quitting the 
army, and in what manner Mr, Lyon heard the rela. 
tion 

A. I faid I knew the application was made to gen. 
Gates to turn out the drums and fifes in order to beat a 
particular difgraceful march when the cafhiered officers 
fhould feave Ticonderoga. The general did not give 
his direct approbation but countenanced it, and he re- 
collected that that match was beaten. Mr. Lyon did not 
appear to liften to this nartation with warmth or refent- 
ment, but continued to endeavour to fhew that the 
charge was falfe, as refpeted the officers and mea ge- 
nerally, but that he was not ‘mplicated in this coaduct 
as he difapproved of it at the time 

Mr, Smith. Did he not fay that the general officer, 
upon after-confideration, reftored him? 

A. He faid he was inclined to believe the general had 
revoked the fentence; but could not pofitively afcer- 
tain it, as the archives of the army were deftroyed in 
their retreat: But that he was reftored by another ge 
neral, St. Clair, who appointed him paymatter with 
the rank of captain. 

Mr. Nicholas: Did he appear willing to liften and 
to fuisfy any enquiry on the fubject? * 

A He appeared willing to bilsn to enquiries, and 
to give temperate replies. 

fr. ditereaves. Could apaymafer with the rank of 
captain take an active commands” 

A A payinaiter wes conidered only 2: belonging 
tothe it. Tae rack of cap‘ain was given them 





over the foldiers fhould they be infolent when recei- 
ving their pay. Iwas paymatler at 15 years of age 
and know well the focting tacy fteod on. 

Mr. S. Smith. Were the cafhiered officers on re- 
gular eftablifhment or ovly fx months men. 

A. "Fhe men of that exoedition were raifed fora 
limited time. ‘The regimentto which I belonged 
was raifed for 12 Months, that to which the cafhier- 
ed officerabelonged was raifed fer a. fhorter time. 

Mr. Nicholas. Was it ever cuftomary to place 
officers in the ftaff who had been d {qualified by cow- 
ardice. 

«i. 1 never new an appointment in the ftaff to be 
given to men who had covered themfelves with dif- 
grafe. Such an appointment however was no proof 
rofcouraye nor ofthe contrary ; but of integrity. 

Mr. Nicholas did not conceive his queftion fully 
aniwered. He withed to kow whether command or 
rank in the army were ever given to men known as 
cowards. 

A. I hordly think the queftioma proper one. .I 
am not todecide on the fentance 6fa court martial. 
I never hear the teftimony adduced before them; 
they were refpe€table men and under oath, and in 
every way qualified todecide. If, however, I be 
permitted to except myfelf and the gentleman from 
Vermont, I will fay, that I never knew fuch a char- 
acter to receive in the army either rank or com- 
mand. 

Mr. Nicholas conceived he was not underftood : 
He atked whether the officers of the army would have 
affociated with a pay-mafier who had been cafhier- 
ed as a coward, unlefs it was difcovered by after 
proof that he was ianocent. 

A. The officers would never have affociated with 
a paymafter who was difgraced as a coward; and 
he could not long have held his poft. 

Mr. Ruiledge aiked whether he did not hear, that 
the officers were ciffatisfed at Mr. Lyon’s fecond 
appointmen., and that this was the caufe of Mr. L’s 
refioning. 

A. I never heard at the time that one of the off- 
cers cafhiered at Ticonderoga was ever reinftated. 
[have heard it faid latelythat Mr. Lyon was appcin- 
ted into the ftaf, and that he did not long remain. 

Mr. R. Williams. Were there not times when 
pay mafters tock command as captains. 

A. I know of none. When I was paymafterI 
was obliged to go into the ranke with my mufket 
and cartridge box if I withed to be in aétion. 

Mr. Bayerd. What fervice did Mr. Lyon ren- 
der, that procured him the appointment of pay- 
matter. : 

A I do not know. 

Mr. Sprig. Do you recolle& whether Mr. Grif- 
weld was prefent when your converfation fome time 
ago with Mr. Lyon took place. 

A. I do not recollect whether he was. 

Mr. Sitgreaves. What members were prefent. 

A. Meffts. Cockran, Hofmerand Harper were by, 
to the beft of my recolleation. - 4 

Mr. Harper faid he was one, of and that Mr. Grif 
wold was not prefent. 

Mr. Dawfon; atked the fpeaker whether when he 
firft {poke to Mefirs. Dana and Lyon, he confidered 
himfelf as acting in that capacity. 

Some objaction being made to this queftion, the 
Chairman declared it not proper to be put. 

Mr. Elmendorph. Whit grade did Mr. Lyon hold 
when he was cafhiered. 

A. He was a fubaltern. 

Mr. Sitgreaves afked, whether at any period in the 
war, a pay rafter took’any command in the line. 

A. They had not. Rank was given them for the. 
reafon mentioned. 

Mr. S. Smith. Swuppofe a corps in garrifon; the} 
officers killed except the paymfter ; would not he take 
the command in preference to ferjeants. 

A. Yes in that cafe. 

Mr. Sitgreaves. Suppofe fubalterns under the rank 
of captain remained. . 

A. The pavmafter would not be permitted to take 
command while an enfign remained. 

Mr. Chipman was.then fworu. 

Mr. S. Smith’s teftimony. When the houfe was 
balloting he left his feat to take his letters from the letter 
box ; the houfe had not adjourned but the members 
were in converfation in different parts of the houfe. 
He pafled by Mr. Lyon and the {peaker who were in 
conyerfation. He was either reading or ‘writing when 
his attention was called by a converfation, behind him ; 
he heard fomething of the eonverfation, and a queftion 
was afked Mr. Lyon as to an Oppofition in Vermont to 
the ftamp act, and as if Mr. Lyon was to have brought 
forward petitions againft it- Hedid not pay particular 
attention to all the converfation, though it was loud 
enough ; fomething was faid by Mr. G. which he did 
not hear, but which occafioned a loud laugh ; he was 
afterwards informed this was the queftion about the 
wooden fword, Mr. Lyon appeared to be addrefling 
thé fpeaker and faying to him that the members of 
Connecticut aéed again{ft the opinions of their con- 
fiituents. Mr. Brooks afked whether he had gone 
through his diftri@. Mr. Lyon faid he had and men- 
tioned a few towns, Mr. Brooks jockginly obferved 
that he had been in the back ground as he had frequent- 
ly been before. Mr. Lyon obferved on the better io- 
formation the people of Vermont had, compared with 
thofe of Conne&icut—On this Mr, Brooks good 
pane} Obferved, that they proved this by the great

heard Mr. Lyon in the courfe of the converfation fay, 
that the members of Conneticut did net fpeak the 
fentiments of the people and he feemed to infinute that 
they were willing to receive any office ; that there were 
many democrats in Connecticut ; then the, faid, 
perhaps this might induce him ne longer to confefs he 
had fome Connecticut blood in his veins. Mr. Lyon 
frid, democrats in the manner he underftood the word ; 
Mir. Grifwold removed near Mr. Lyon. He (Mr. L.} 
obferved, that he had had to fight people of. Connec. 
ticut in his own diftri@ who endeavoured  toindifpofe 
the people againft him; but he had repelled their at- 
tempts and hommes could effeé a revolution in fen. 
timent in Conneéticut and change the reprefentation ; 
in which the fpeaker faid perhaps he might, for his 
conduct was more conformable to the opinions of his 
conftituents. But all this was faid jocularly. While 
Mr. Lyon was repeating fome of thofe obfervations 


tion to go into that ftate to effe@ a change, Mr. G. 
faid he would not be able to change the epinion of the 
meaneft hoftier in the ftate. : ie a Se 

Mr. Lyon then faid he was of a different opinion, 
and that if he went there he would be ablé to effed 
what he faid he could. Mr. Grifwold then replied ; 
when yousdo go there, you had better take the 
wooden fword that was attached to you at——Mr, 
Lyomhere fpit in his face, and Mr. Grifwold with 
feeming compofure and great deliberation wiped it. 
He, Mr. Smith, then left the houfe. 

Mr. Lyon afked, whether he heard the beginning 
of the converfation refpecting Vermont, and of his 
turning it from Vermontto Connecticut. 

Mr. Smith——-He heard a very few words, with 
fome indiflinG allufions, he did not know who from, 
as ifMr, Lyon had fomething to do with the oppo 
fition to the ftamp act in Vermont. 

Mr. Brooks next gave his teftimony. He had 
heard part of the converfation between Mr. Lyon

Tue proceedings in the Houfe of Reprefentatives of 
the United States, on the fubject of Mr. Lyon’s dif- 
pute with Mr. Grifwold, are important and interefting ; 
we have, therefore, omitted feveral articles, intended 
for this day’s paper, to make room. 

Mr. Lyon is doubtlefs reprehenfible for the indecen- 
cy of {pitting in any man’s face within the walls of that 
Honfe ; but whether the propofed punifhment is not 
too fevere, is a point which we leave to the determina- 
tion of our readers. When a queftion of fo ferious a 
nature as the prefent, is agitated, it is the duty of every 
member of the community to invefligate the fubjed. 
Mr. Lyon, by his oppofition to certain meafures adopt- 
ed in Congrefs, has rendered himfelf liable to al! the 
rancour and calumny of party fpirit—rancour, charac- 
teriftic of the Anglo-monarchico faction in our country. 

Mr. Dayton, Speaker of the Houfe, and-a reprefen- 
tative from the {tate ef New Jerfey, difplayed as great 
a proof of felf importance on Tuefday Jail, as any man 


ever ought, by declaring, ‘* that Ae fhould prohibit rhe 


publication of any evidence in future, until it fhould be 
corrected by the members themfelves,’”? 1! his attempt 
of Mr. Dayton to muzzle the mouths of thofe who at- 
tend te hear the debates, will form a trait in his charac- 
ter, which we regret fhould ever be applied to Aim. The 
Houfe have declared, by a formal vote. that the pre. 
ceedifigs on this occafion, fhall be with open galleries : 
Mr. Dayton, however, to deftroy this refolution, has 
faid, that no man fhall inform his neighbour of what he 
hears within the walls ef that Houfe; for if it is ad- 
mitted that he has the right of giving it publicity ver- 
bally, it mult be allowed that his printing it, is not an 
improper exercife of the fame right, efpecially when it 
is recollected that the objeét is to gratify the public cu- 
riofity. It is, therefore. a fhameful attack on the liber- 
ty of the prefs, and the privileges of every citizen ; and 
unworthy the man who in 1795 adted as the enemy of 
defpotifin and the friend of his country. 


On this declaration of the Speaker, the editor of the 
Aurora has made the following remarks : 

As a citizen of the United States ! have the right. 
and will exercife it, when I pleafe, of attending the de- 
bates of the Houfe whenever they chufe to fit with open 
galleries. As the editor of a newfpaper, I conceive it 
my duty to attend thofe debates, when objects of more 
importance do not claim my attention. With other 
printers I have hitherto attended, and the Speaker bas 
allowed us (in commoa with many other perfons, who 
affilt merely to gratify curiofity) the indulgence of com- 
ing out of the crouded gallery. . 

But what is the indulgence granted for ? Not becaufe 
it gives us more perfonal eafe ; but becaufe with it there 
is a greater probability of our doing juftice so the labo- 
tious tafk we have a p, and in order that what 
is faid in the Houfe m to the public with greater 
correétnefs. The Bc Sh ig though given to us, 
is for the benefit of thofe, who fpeak and of the public 
who read.

If in the prefent cafe the Speaker and the Houfe chufe 
to withdraw that indulgence, { prefer the inconvenience 
of attending my duty in acrouded gallery, to,fuffering 
my prefs to be muzzled by the Speaker’s veto, or even 
that of the Hovfe of Reprefentatives. My readers may 
have to complain of more frequent mifconceptions and 
inacctracies in my reports of the proceedings of the 
Honfe ; but the public will not have to reproach me 
with having countenanced what I confider an infringe- 
ment on the liberty of the prefs.

Sometimes aifo 
the printer will mis print, and this, it feems, was the 
cafe in the only fpecific inftancé Mr. Dayton has ad- 
duced of the inaccuracy of the ftatement of his evi- 
dence, and might, of courle, “have happened even if it 
had been copied from the journalsy But in ail thefe 
cafes the papers are open for correétions. 
But to return to the queftion to which Mr. Dayton 
has given rife. It is; whether the reporters will, as the 
price of the indulgence which is given them, of leaving 
the crouded gallery, comply, whenever the Spe ker 
fhali pleafe to defire them to put by their notes and bid 
their readers to be fatisfied with a copy of the journals of 
the Houfe. This isa price for the indulgeace that I 
am not willing to pay. 

I thall therefore continue to publifh the oral teQimo- 
ny delivered before the committee to the bell of my abi- 
lity; and if T thould happen to millate it in any parti-, 
cular, I fhall have this ready apology: ** f cannot help 
it; I have been driven to a fpot fo inconvenientand 
diftant, that I cannot hear diftin@ly or take my notes’ 
correctly.” : "Phe Edito-."”
